It is reported ‘from Berlin that among 
some twenty-two obsolete warships, which.

The death of Sir Edward Clarke breaks |. 


the last link with the Victorian period in 
the legal profession.

‘Courtauld, who is a young man of unusual 


force of character, abandoned a life of 
leisure in London, and volunteered last 
November ‘to man the central station on 
the ice cap in Greenland in connection 
with the British Arctic Route Expedition. 
He has not been seen since. 

The British Air Ministry were last week 
approached in order to ascertain whether 
they would be willing to help in the work 
of rescuing Mr. Courtauld. They were, 
naturally, anxious to do everything In 
their power to assist in this work, but, 
owing to the fact that thev had at their 
disposal no aircraft suitable fer use in 
Arctic conditions, it was difficult to say 
what could be done. 

In the meantime an offer was received 
from the Swedish Civil Aviation Co., 
*‘Aero-Transport,”” by Captain R. = 
Rayner, a member of the British ex 
tion, to supply an amphibian aircraft to 
take part in the work of rescue. Captain 
Rayner left London for ‘Stockholm on 
Saturday in order to discuss the whole 
question with the Swedish air authorities. 

Although no definite agreement has been 
concluded as yet, preparations are being 
made here in the expectation that orders 
will soon be given for a rescue iris 
te start. The ‘plane would ‘be equ 
at Malmo, and would start from Ses 
M. Ahrenberg is likely to be the pilot. 
and he would be accompanied as wireless 
operator by M. Ljunglund, who took part 
in the Spitzbergen expedition to rescue 
the Italia in 1928, and also in M.

The Income Tax. 


The notable point of the Budget was 
the blow to income tax payers, who will 
have to pay three-quarters of the tax in 
January, and the fourth quarter in Juiy. 
This means that a very large sum will 
have to be paid by many people at a 
time when financial demands are the 
heaviest. Incidentally, it is regarded »y 
some le as an indication that the 
Government expects to go to the country 
next summer ; for, with three-quarters 
of the.year’s income tax in hand for his 
next Budget, Mr. Snowden may be ab!]> 
to do something to suit ail tastes. It is 
not so many years since the income tax 
for the year derived from _inhabitec 
houses was. made payable in a lump sum 
at the beginning of the year—and not i: 
two instalments. Now there comes a 
further blow to the taxpayer. . 

The payer of income tax will ‘+ 
affected also by the decision that th- 
collection will. be vested in future in the 
Commissioners of Inland Revenue. The 
change means that the local authoritie:, 
hitherto approachable and, on occasions. 
sympathetic, will be superseded by Civil 
Servants. Taxation changes are few. 
and comparatively unimportant, with th” 
exception that when the taxation of age 
values comes into force there will be : 
tax. of one penny in the pound on 
capitalised land values—a very heavy 
charge for a new impost. 


An Uninspired Budget. 


The. Budget statement was discussed -n 
ths Lobby for & few minutes only, since 
many members were anxious to leave the 
House and consider the possibilities in 
quiet. The Budget was considered, how- 
ever, by several members as a kind of 
financial stop-gap, quite devoid of any sign 


of the financial genius claimed for its 


author. . The great feature is not that 
there are more taxes, but that the pay- 
ment of those existing will entail a very 
heavy struggle on the part of _ people 
already severély pressed. Mr. Snowden, 
it was pointed out in another quarter, has 
fulfilled expectations by his raid on the 
dollar reserye in the United States, and 
the only comment was that, if he the 
dollars now, he could never have m“ 
again. The general conclusion appéared 
to be that the Budget, while not patticu- 
larly good,” was not as bad as it might 


have been. 


The Ottawa Conference. 


In political circles it is considered 
doubtful whether the Economic Confer- 
ence, which it is proposed: to hold -at 
Ottawa at no distant date, is likely to 
materialise, owing to indifierence in 
several quarters. Some of the Dominions 
will not be represented, while the British 
Government is unlikely to send anybody 
of first-class importance. Mr. Thomas, 
the Dominions retary, is not anxious 
to go unless the Government can’ provide 
him with the material for something which 
may lead ‘to developments within the 
Empire. There.may be a chance, it is 
thought, that the Government will offer 
something in the nature of a wheat quota 
for the consideration of the Conference, 


but even that is EP to be doubtful. In‘ 


any event, the tish Government will 
wait some little time before it comes to a 


decision. 


Silver and Alloy. 


The position in regard to silver is dis- 
cussed widely in the City just now. It 1s 
observed that one of the several causes 
contributing to the decline in the price Is 
the substitution of a silver-nickel alloy by 
many countries for coinage purposes. This 
substitution operates both ways. [t not 
only reduces the quantity of the metal 
used, but throws on the market the meta! 
resulting from the calling-in of the coins 
produced before the adoption of the 

resent alloy. Although nearly a decade 
á elapsed since fine silver was used for 
British coins, the process of sorting out 
the old from the new continues. The Irish 
Free State coinage is now in general ci! 
culation, with the result that coins ol 
British currency are being returned at an 
increasing rate. In three days of last 
week silver money of legal tender in the 
United Kingdom, to the value of over 
£30,000, was received in London from the 
Free State. Sterling silver coins in this 
consignment will be retained by the Bank. 
and only those made of the alloy will be 
put into circulation again. 


Tourist Fares. 


It appears that the introduction of chea} 
tourist tickets for Atlantic passages 'by 
the great steamship companies has been se 
successful in the encouragement of holiday 
trips to the United States and Canada that 
the principle will be adopted in other 
directions. One of the more important 
British steamship companies is arrang!ny 
to put into operation a programme of trips 
to Egypt. the Mediterranean and the 
Adriatic. During the coming summer 
fares will apply to the Orient 
liners; Orford and Otranto, and other wel! 
known ships. The Cunard Line also con- 
templates mnovations with tecard to sea 
trips, and the possibility of arranging 
several short cruises is being considered. 


The Royal Academy. 


The Royal Academy, which opens ©! 
Monday next, will contain some 1,70 
works of art. including 255 sent in by the 
Academicians. No fewer than 11.000 
works were submitted for approval. These 
include 4,303 oil paintings, 3,445 water 
colours, -1,209 black and white drawings 
and 643 pieces of sculpture. The Selection

Benson of his intention to dissolve the 
wae pte in view of the fact that he had 
ound him under the inflaence of drugs. 

‘* Later the police obtained certain informa- 
tion and it was discovered that for some 
time Dr. Benson had been obtaining drugs 
from various chemists by making out pre- 
scriptions in the name of patients of the

The doctor was using them himself. 
’ “The method he adopted was to make out 
@ prescription in the name of a patient, 
which then took to the chemist’s shop, 
the chemist it was urgent, and wait.
